The Crisis in Egypt. 

The firm action of the British Govern- 
ment in Egypt is being- rewarded with 
complete~success. ‘The prescribed: fine-of 
£500,000 was paid punctually to the High 
Commissioner on Monday; Zaghlul Pasha 
resigned from office almost immediately 
afterwards, and within a few hours Cairo 
was as peaceful as Liverpool or Hull 
The Independent Labour Party in Eng- 
land may talk about oppression and 
‘imperialism’; but there is no doubt 
that the prompt action of Viscount 
Allenby did more good in Egypt than a 
dozen diplomatic “ Notes’ would have 
done. The Egyptians realise now that His 
Majesty's Government is not. prepared 
to tolerate any mischief-making. Zaghlul 
Pasha's.rejection of some of Lord Allenby's 
demands was followed by the immediate 
occupation of the Customs at Alexandria. 
by. British Marines; and, unless Ziwar 
Pasha, the new Premier complies with 
the terms of the ultimatum to the letter, 
further steps will be taken to ensure their 
acceptance. Hitherto the crisis has pro- 
duced remarkably little trouble. A few 
harmless demonstrations were dispersed 
quickly by the Cairo police; a number of 
students went on strike, and the Zaghlul 
Government addressed a protest against 
Britain’s action to the League of Nations. 
On the whole, however, Lord Allenby’s 
display of force has had a most salutary 
effect. It has raised Britain’s prestige 
throughout the Near East. It has shown 
Indian and other agitators that the lion’s 
tail no longer can be twisted with im- 
punity, and it has proved to Europe that 
‘Britain at last has a strong Government. 

Foreign comment on the crisis is in- 
structive. France and Italy both Have 
important intérests in North Africa. 
Next to Britain France. is the greatest 
Mohammedan. Power. in the world, 
and, naturally, she is watching develop- 
ments in Egypt with the greatest care. 
One of these days the Spaniards may with- 
draw altogether from their corner. of 
Morocco; and, possibly anticipating an 
extension of the Republic's “sphere of in- 
fluence,’’ the French Press is quite gleeful 
over the success of England’s resolute 
action in Egypt. A similar point of view 
is expressed by the Italian newspapers. 
Drawing an analogy between England’s 
action in Egypt and their own Government's 
action in Corfu after the murder of the

Politicians raised an 
alleged issue of dignity—of this country s 
right to. an independent register which 
would expel tiie jurisdiction of a “ foreign” 
authority in Irish medical. affairs. 
Naturally, however, the whole weight of 
medical opinion here favoured the reten- 
tion of the British register, and the Free 
State Government compromised with its 
sentimentalists. - Some months ago it 
introduced a bill which provides for the 
temporary retention of the British register 
and leaves the question of a permanent 
settlement in the air. This legislation is 
still incomplete; another meeting of the 
General Medical Council has been held, 
and the situation which it disclosed yes- 
terday is very unsatisfactery, and even 
alarming. Sir Donald MacAlister ex- 
plained that, while the status quo had 
been preserved hitherto at the request of 
the Free State Government, the Executive 
Committee of the General Medical Council 
had been acting on its own authority, and 
now required a formal decision from the 
whole Council. Thereupon the Council went 
into private session, and, ase we write, 
the result of its discussion on the future 
‘position of Free State doctors has not been 
published. “Ve may hope and believe that, 
while the Council’s patience has been 
tried rather severely, it has not decided 
as yet to take any drastic action. 
Probably it has consented to retain the 
status quo—to regard the Medical Acts 


as still valid in this country—uantil the |: 


bill which is now before the Oireachtas 
has become law. If the Free State 
Government and Parliament had any 
‘proper appreciation of the great interests 
which are at stake in this matter, the 
present. situation could. not have arisen. 
They. would have scouted the attempt to 
make a great calling the victim of political 
propaganda and to close doors through 
which thousands of Irishmen have ad- 
vanced to fame and honour in the Empire's 
service.

BY ZEPPELIN TO THE 
POLE. 


COMMANDER BRUNS’S 
SCHEME. 


CHRISTIANIA, Tuesday. 

The German aviator Commander Bruns, 
who has elaborated a. plan for a Zeppelin ex- 

edition to the North Pole, is now “staying 
eee as a guest of Dr. Nansen. To-morrow 
he will present details of his plan to the 
Norwegian Geographical Society. 

According to the newspaper, Oslo A ptena- 
vis, Commander Bruns has requ Dr. 
Nansen to take part in the expedition, and 
Dr. Nansen has expressed his willingness to 
do so. Commander Bruns’s plan, which was 
originally published in 1919, aims, at the solu- 
tion of some of the old and ing riddles 
of the Arctic, in the course of a four weeks’ 
expedition, by a Zep We journey to the Pole. 
Representatives of all branches of science will 
take part in the expedition. 

It is proposed to build a Zeppelin for land- 
ing on Openings in the ice, and not on the 
ice. 

A representative of a News Agency here 
questioned Dr Nansen with regard to his 
plans, but the famous explorer declined to 
make a statement. Dr. Shattum, the Pre- 
sident of the Geographical Society, however, 
has announced that Dr. Nansen told him that 
it is his intention to participate in the ex. 
pedition. 

Dr. Shattum added that Commander Bruns 
was known as a very clever aviator, and his 
plans had been carefully worked out. There 
would be no competition with Captain Roald 
Amundsen, as Commander Bruns’s expedition 
would be fitted out for a longer time, and for 
the purpose of scientific work. It is not yet 
known when the expedition will start.—
